HE warm, rich stillness of a 
olden, mellow Indian Summer afternoon 
suddenly shattered by a wild and fren- 
zied trumpeting. It is an unmistakable 
sound. Instinctively, you look up into the 
sky and see what looks like a thin, V- 
shaped streamer of crepe paper, wavy 
and fluctuating, as if pulled against the 
wind by an invisible hand. You see a 
flock of geese hurrying south, honking as 
they go—a familiar yet: dramatic symbol 
of that semi-annual wonder of Nature, 
the migration of birds. 

From the tiny humming-bird to the 
great Canada goose, hundreds of millions 
of birds fly thousands of miles to their 
winter homes in the South. For a few 
weeks, the hazy milk-blue autumn sky 
becomes a huge ocean in which the var- 
jous species of birds, like great currents, 
head south. Each species flies along a 
definite air path every year, as regularly 
and as dependably as the ocean currents 
flow. | 


How the birds find their way so 
accurately. over vast stretches of ocean 
and land has given rise over the centuries 
to many theories. Some of these theories 
are almost ridiculous: the birds have a 
magnetic sense that makes them sensitive 
tc the magnetic pole; they use telepathy; 
they shoot the sun and stars, as do other 
navigators. 

Up to a point the theory that the birds 
follow landmarks is possible. They could 
do so in the day time, or on clear nights, 
when these landmarks are visible from 
great heights. 

But many birds fly at night, when 
there is less wind resistance and less 
danger from enemies. The most recent re- 
search Kas shown that lines of migration 
cut straight across landmarks, such as 
coast lines and mountain ranges, and go 
directly over vast and unmarked spaces 
of ocean and plain. This has foreed the 
conclusion that the birds are guided in 
their amazing migrations by an inborn 
sense of direction. It is as much a part 
of them as are their wings. It is part of 
their instinct. 

In addition to the factors of memory 
and observation, the inborn sense of di- 
rection is the current explanation of the 
“how” of migration. And there, of

course, some scientists stop. They will not 
or cannot tell us a more important “how” 
—how the birds got this wonderful, almost 
miraculous sense of direction. Is there an 
answer? 


Do the birds think out and plan 
each migration? The very regularity 
with which they migrate shows that they 
do not think, but merely act by instinct. 
They make the journey, but they can’t 
pass judgment as to whether it was a good 
journey. They can’t think to themselves, 
upon arrival at their destination, “Now, 
that was a good trip in general, but next 
time we'll avoid that stretch of ocean and 
go inland instead.” No, the birds can’t 
make changes or improve their work. In 
general, they always fly along the same 
paths and at the same time. 

Does the semi-annual migration of 
millions of birds happen by chance? The 
idea of constancy, of the same thing being 
done the same way over and over, dis- 
proves that. What happens always, or 
nearly always, cannot possibly be the 
result of chance. Otherwise, the con- 
stancy would be going on without a suffi- 
cient reason for doing so.

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Catholics and 
Protestants 


Some of our readers may have been 
honestly puzzled by the reaction of our fel- 
low-Catholics in Spain and Latin America 
to the presence of Protestant missionaries 
in their midst. Here in America we have a 
tradition of good neighborliness, of live and 
let live, so that we are surprised and per- 
haps even a little embarrassed at occasional 
“explosions” south of the border. 

Some light is thrown on the matter by 
Brazilian Bishop Angelo Rossi in the Sep- 
tember issue of the American Ecclesiastical 
Review. He begins by saying that Brazil 
has two million Protestants, half of them 
active church-goers. This means that there 
are more Protestants in Brazil than in all of 
Latin Europe, and twice as many as there 
are in the rest of Latin America. 

“The reason for the extraordinary ex- 

pansion of Protestantism in Brazil,” says 
Bishop Rossi, “is explained not merely by 
the power of the dollar, but mainly by the 
religious ignorance of our people and the 
proselytizing zeal of the Protestants.” | 
’ ‘While Pan-American unity is consider- 
ed desirable. a big block in the way of such 
unity is fear of intensified Protestant prose- 
lytism. 
' “Datin American Catholics want the 
Catholic Church, the true link of union in 
America. to have an important role in Pan- 
American unity,” says Bishop Rossi. “They 
also want the people of the U.S. to under- 
stand this reality: we shall be good friends 
and good neighbors as long as our Catholic 
tradition is respected.” 

Bishop Rossi reports that with the clos- 
ing of the missions in China—the classical 
field for North American Protestants—many 
missionaries are being sent to Latin Ameri- 
ca, especially to Brazil. In Sao Paulo alone, 
he says, there are usually 50 missionaries 
learning Portuguese in order to preach later 
in different parts of Brazil. 

Also, Protestant industrial organiza- 
tions have lately been employing their capi- 
tal in Brazil, among them “Le Tourneau,” 
with a large plant of colonization in the 
Xingu region, similar to its operation in 
Peru. The Mormons also are spending a 
great deal of money in their chapels and 
centers as well as in other works of co- 
operativism such as they have in Utah. 

However—and this appears to be th 
irritant—“Our psychology is different,” the 
Bishop says. “Our historical. social. and re- 
ligious situation is altogether different. 
Many North Americans are unaware of the 
methods used by the Protestants, including 
North American Protestants, in order to 
uproot the Catholic Faith from the hearts 
of our people—methods marked by false- 
hood and bai faith. Catholic North Ameri- 
can missionaries here are often amazed by 
the intolerance und boldness of many Pro- 
testant North American missionaries, as 
they are not like the Protestants they are 
used to in the U.S. Same facts which seem 
to show an inquisitional intolerance by Lat- 
in American Catholics, which give a bad im- 
pression to North Americans, are merely 
falsifications by the Protestants or the re- 
action of Catholics in the face of Protestant 


attacks.

Tatking 


To Whom Much Is Given... 


Acccorpinc to a survey which reached my 
desk recently the income of our nation’s youth has 
taken a sharp turn upward during the last few years. 
I suppose most of us were aware of that anyway, but 
some of the figures in this survey are interesting. 

For instance, the average boy between 8 and 12 
gets $1.12 a week compared to 42 cents a week of 
that age group 12 years ago in 1944. 

That’s for the small fry but let’s take a quick look 
at the average teenaged boy. He gets $8.96 a week 
compared to $2.41 a week which he would have got 
in 1944, an increase of 372 per cent. The survey shows 
that teenaged girls are only slightly behind. 

There are different reasons offered for this in- 
crease in money in teenage pockets. First of all there 
is the higher level of the nation’s econamy. Jobs are 
easier to find. Secondly, in the case of weekly allow- 
ances, parents realize that it costs more today for a 
movie or a hot dog than it did when they were young. 

But now for some of the survey’s findings on the 
way the money goes. For one, most boys have a yen to 
own their own cars. Four times as many boys own 
their own cars today as in 1944. Then there are all 
manner of do-it yourself pursuits and hobbies. Sport 
clothes, fancy shoes and shirts came in for their share. 

This is to say nothing of what the boy spends on 
records, personal radios and gadgets in his room. All of 
these things eat into the monetary accumulation now 
to be found in the jeans of the nation’s youth. 


By the way, one ironic outcome of the survey 
reveals that in some cases Junior has more loose 
change in his pocket than does his father. This is be- 
cause Dad, faced with heavy financial obligations such 
as food, clothing, insurance, mortgages, etc., has little 
“uncommitted” money left after all these are taken 
care of, 

The boy (or girl) is generally free to spend his 
money in any way he prefers. I personally know of 
more than one home where Junior’s piggy bank is 
frequently called upon to pay an occasional paper 
boy or laundry fee. : 

I see I’m running on here, but what I started out 
to demonstrate was that the average teenaged youth 
has more money today than did his counterpart of 12 
years ago. Yet, I was told at the Catholic Students 
Mission Crusade Convention held at Notre Dame last 
August, that many high school units of that organiza- 
tion were failing miserably in their contributions. As 
one observer said, “It’s about all you can do to collect 
25 cents a year from most members!” 

One Bishop who has long been interested in the 
work of the CSMC explained this by telling me that 
the spirit of sacrifice is missing among our youth. 

Personally, I would hate to have to believe that 
our youth have no spirit of sacrifice. 

But with today’s plush living there is certainly 
danger of it. As indicated by the survey and from in- 
stances which you and I meet every day, we know 
that youth is given much. 

Cars, plenty of clothes, jobs and with the whole 
nation fixing its attention for one reason or /¢another 
on teenaged youth — all this has a tendency to soften 
up our youth. 

This means that youth today must be on guard 
against a major evil, namely selfishness. 


Tue opposite of selfishness is selflessness — 
forgetfulness of self, or if you want a good positive 
word for it — generosity! 

But the odds are stiff. What has been noted in 
the above survey, what was said by the Bishop are 
not easily dismissed. 

It would be a pity if our youth were not thinking 
of the great need which exists in the mission field, but 
it would be a greater pity if the reason for that were 
simply selfishness — and nothing more! 

Your school year is ahead of you. Classes, re- 
treats, days of recollection, youth conventions are all 
on the agenda. There’s ample opportunity to study 
yourselves and your organizations. 

Do these observations of the survey and the above 
quoted Bishop strike a sore spot? Why not talk it over 
— face it? :

Wait Until Next Year 


| HERE was a magazine article, a few years 
back, titled: “The Payoff is on Pitching.” There were 
many statistics proving the title of the story to 
be right. 

Still, you wonder. Cleveland had the pitching. 
The New York Yankees won the pennant. Only an 
idiot would debate whether Milwaukee had better 
pitching than Brooklyn. Statistics, as everyone knows, 
would be in favor of Milwaukee. 

Another argument against pitching would be that 
Don Newcombe. The big pitching ace of the Dodg- 
ers failed to last the distance in his final three appear- 
ances of the season, when wins were most needed. 

On the other hand, a guy named Sal Maglie didn’t 
i; so bad ... another voice blasts forth.) 

Is the answer that the Yanks and the Dodgers 
had better hitting? That is not fair either. The Cin- 
cinnati Reds were.swatting home runs, doubles, 
triples, and singles. They hit hard and often. But 
pitching was what the Reds needed. And without 
pitching, they were only two games off the pace after 
the 154-game run, 

So what is the answer? Pitching and hitting both 
are needed. You can be a little short in one, if you 
are a little long in the other. But that is not all. To 
be a winner, you must be competitive, and have a 
winning attitude. And you must be a bit lucky. 

In those words you have the formula for success 
in sports, probably in business, in any line of en- 
deavor. Be competitive, have faith in yourself (or 
paraphrased, have a winning attitude), and be lucky. 

With all due respect, the World Series, to me, was 
anti-climactic to the National League finish. After 
154 games, three teams only two games apart. 

The most glory, I feel should be divided between 
George Tebbetts, the Cincinnati manager, the Mil- 
waukee fans, and a guy named Spahn. 

Tebbetts with a team that had hitting and little 
pitching, instilled the winning attitude in his athletes 
to the ’nth degree, to the point that they were more 
or less right there at the finish.

He distinguishes three per- 
iods, each identified with the man most in- 
fluential in that church at the time. 


The first of the men was the Patriarch 
Tikhon who, from the onset of the October 
Revolution until his death in 1925, fol- 
lowed, successively, two courses. He 
sought at first to oppose the government, 
then adopted a policy of non-interference 
in politics in the hope that he could thus 
secure his church autonomy in its sphere. 


The second was Patriarch Sergei who, 
beginning in 1927, aimed at achieving a 
modus vivendi which in fact brought the 
church into subjugation to the Red regime, 
making it an adjunct of the state and usable 
for the state’s purposes. He bought a nar- 
rowly limited liturgical freedom at the 
terrible price of having religion completely 
eliminated from society, and the church 
rendered a tool in the hands of those com- 
mitted to atheism. 


The third is Patriarch Alexei, who 
after Sergei’s death in 1944, secured the 
chief position, in large measure because of 
his sycophantic deference to Stalin. During 
his incumbency the Soviets have used the 
church as a means of making the people 
submissive, of misleading world opinion as 
to persecution in the U.S.S.R. and the 
satellites, and of extending and consoli- 
dating power wherever there are Orthodox 
churches, 


Dr. Spinka has, by long and meticulous 
research, brought together a wealth of data 
on a subject of considerable importance, 
about which all too little is known. These 
he interprets judiciously. The fact of 
harsh and continuing persecution of reli- 
gion by the Soviets he states categorically, 
and the curious, tragic position of the Rus- 
sian Orthodox Church today, together 
with the path which has led to that posi- 
tion, he clearly defines. A valuable book, 
without parallel. 


In One Front Across the World (New- 
man. $3.50), Douglas Hyde, himself a 
Communist for many years, details his re- 
cent journeying through parts of the world 
where Communism is an immediate threat. 
He writes mostly of Asia, but touches 
briefly on the Middle East and Africa. 


His purpose is not so much to tell of 
the Communist threat in these regions as 
to assay the practicality and strength of 
the Christian effort to meet it. For he sees 
the battle as one of faiths, with the Marx- 
ist faith rushing in to fill a vacuum as old 
countries cast off old ways and adopt not 
only twentieth century industrialism but 
twentieth century materialism, too. Is the 
Church, particularly through its missionar- 
ies, meeting this challenge? 

In some measure, yes. Mr. Hyde has 
many fascinating stories to offer, many 
heroic personalities to present, in proof of 
this. But more could be done and must be 
done. By showing us, in a vivid travelogue 
and in very concrete terms, a situation 
of which we are, at best, vaguely aware, 
he prompts us to do far more in the way 
of assistance to the missionaries.

One of the most interesting programs on tele- 
vision is one of the simplest. It’s merely a televised 
interview, but it brings out the spontaneity, immedi- 
acy and power of television itself. It’s Edward R. 
Murrow’s PERSON TO PERSON (Friday, CBS-TV). 
The format of the show is merely Mr. Murrow sit- 
ting before a large monitor screen at the studio in 
New York while two celebrities per program are 
interviewed by him from their homes. They can see 
Murrow; he can see them; and the audience can see 
and sometimes see into the home of 
the person during Murrow’s inter- 
view. 

The other Friday I watched 
PERSON TO PERSON to see the 
first live television appearance of the 
Duke and and Duchess of Windsor.

about the whole show, and one 
a wound up feeling a bit of pity for

After three years of begging, only on the eve 
of the publication of Wallis Warfield Spencer Simpson 
Windsor’s book (“commended” liberally by Murrow) 
did the couple consent to appear before the three- 
eyed cameras. 

The program began with Murrow at studio greet- 
ing the Duchess electronically at home. In this case 
home was the couple’s Waldorf Towers apartment 
off Park Avenue in New York. The Duchess, in a 
new hairdo stood near a vase of flowers she had ar- 
ranged herself. After a short and rather uncomfort- 
able conversation, she led Mr. Murrow and the view- 
ers into the parlor where the Duke was waiting. As 
she entered the well lighted room and was picked 
up by another camera, the Duke arose and asked, 
“Darling, where have you been?” 


The couple discussed their home (a reconverted 
mill) outside the city of Paris where the Duchess and 
the Duke garden. She is the interior decorator in the 
family; he is the landscape artist. 

Bessie Wallis didn’t always seem to realize when 
she was on camera and looked uneasy and lacking 
her usual poise. 

The Duchess displayed a good luck charm — a 
Russian icon. “It brought me luck” she stated. Mur- 
row asked about the custom of having it always face 
the door and queried smoothly, “You’re not super- 
stitious?” 

“Terribly,” the Duchess smiled, holding her lucky 
charm and listed her superstitions. 

Although the Duchess might not know it, the 
icon itself looked like an exact copy of the famous 
icon of Our Lady that was venerated in Moscow for 
several centuries under the title “The Most Holy 
Mother of God of Iviron.” Above Mary’s head is writ- 
ten “Mother of God” and beside the infant’s head 
“Jesus Christ.” On Our Lady’s left is the icon’s title 
in Slavonic, the liturgical language of the Byzantine 
Rite of the Catholic Church. Although the shrine was 
destroyed by the Communists, the icon was saved 
and the original is still venerated. 

As for the future, the couple will travel and 
garden. The establishment of the Windsor Awards 
(to finance deserving artists) is their principal pro- 
ject at the moment.

| was so busy with other things that I didn’t 
learn until now that Integrity had suspended publica- 
tion. I was a brand new Catholic of a few months 
when we met Father Francis Wendell, a Dominican 
priest who edits Torch and works with Catholic Action 
in Manhattan. He told us of a couple of friends of 
his who were planning a lay Catholic magazine. Soon 
after we met Carol Jackson and Ed Willock and they 
became friends of ours. 

In those first years, Integrity was never a maga- 
zine you could take calmly. The editors touched on 
a wide variety of subjects and whether you agreed 
with them or not, they made you think. 

But always the magazine had financial prob- 
lems and the editors and the staff made great sacri- 
fices to keep it going. Eventually, Carol left the maga- 
zine, Ed was stricken and became partially paralyzed 
and Dorothy Dohen became the new editor. 

Under Dorothy, Integrity was in many ways a 
better magazine than it had been before. Dorothy 
wrote some wonderful editorials. There were excel- 
lent articles written by acknowledged experts. But 
some of the fire went out of Integrity, too, and while 
it was often praised, it was seldom cussed and dis- 
cussed at it was in the earlier days. 

Like Ed and Carol, Dorothy and her staff made 
great sacrifices to keep the magazine alive but there 
was finally an end to finances and Integrity died, 

But if some publisher is wise, he’ll bring out a 
book of the great things that were published in In- 
tegrity. Some of Carol’s articles would stimulate 
thought and discussion today just as they did when 
they were first written. Ed’s cartoons included some 
real masterpieces and many of his articles deserve 
re-publishing. Then there were hundreds of other 
articles, poems, stories, editorials that should be pre- 
served. tt is a book that would perpetuate some of 
the life that was in Integrity and make up a little 
for the loss now that the magazine is gone. 


One of our favorite people is Shirley Gluck. 
Shirley is an attractive blonde, 22 year old, who is 
terribly handicapped by cerebral palsy. 

We met her first three or four years ago. Her 


mother was a convert to the Church and Shirley was 


interested. Barbara and I visited her and were amazed 
to discover the depth of her spirituality, her great 
understanding and her great love of God. : 

It wasn’t long after that Shirley was baptized 
with Barbara as her godmother. 

In the years since, Shirley has grown in_ her 
love of God and has wanted to fulfill what she be- 
lieves is a true vocation but while there are orders 
that accept handicapped sisters, she’s not yet found 
one that will accept someone with cerebral palsy. 

This last year, she underwent an operation that 
she had hoped might help her, ‘but it did not and a 
brain infection made her life even more difficult. 

But Shirley remains the same cheerful, loving 
girl she has been, offering her pains and frustrations 
to God. She likes to hear from people, too, and maybe 
you’d like to write her. Understand, she can’t pos- 
sibly answer your letters or cards—before the 
eration she could write with her feet but now she 
can’t even do that—but you can be sure you'll be re- 
membered in her prayers.
